That the prospects are good for the 


city to have electric current from ita 
own plant within a short time is the 
indication at the present time, and if 
the present plans are carried out an 
-electrical unit, wthin a month, will be 
installed in the small building belong- 
ing to the city and located just west 
of the old plant of the New Smyrna 
Public Service company. 
The only 


•changes in the building necessary 
will be to remove the steam pumps 
now housed there and build a founda- 
tion suitable to install the unit and 
engine. 


A couple of weeks ago, when it 


became apparent that the only way 
the city would get lights was to es- 
tablish its own plant, inquiries were 
sent to a numbed of firms dealing 
in electrical apparatus to ascertain 
if there was an electrical unit and 
engine to be had anywhere in the 
country which this city could pur- 
chase and get installed within a rea- 
sonable length of time. 


Word came from Fairbanks, Morse 


& Co. in Jacksonville that a unit and 
engine had been located at Dade City 
which 'could be purchased and ship- 
ped here immediately. 
About the 


same time a representative of the 
•Consolidated Engineering company of 
Jacksonville appeared here with a 
proposition to sell the city a second 
hand steam electrical outfit, but re- 
pairs to put the plant in condition 
-would require about eight 
weeks 


time.

A committee of members of the 


•ccuncil and board of bond trustees

-xate-the steam-plant in Jacksonville. 
This committee made plans to go to 
Dade City Monday morning, but post- 
poned the trip because it was under- 
stood a proposition was to be made 
by tee East Coast Milling company 
to purchase the steam outfit in Jack- 
sonville and supply current to the 
city at a stated price. At the regular 
•council meeting Tuesday night no 
representative of the East Coast Mill- 
ing company appeared and no propo- 
sition was submitted. Again the com- 
mittee was instructed to go to Dade 
-City and the members of the commit- 
tee, accompanied by Mayor Ott and 
J. E. Gates, superintendent of the wa- 
terworks, left for that city Wednes- 
day morning. A meeting of the coun- 
cil will be called as soon as this com 
mittee returns and is ready to make 
a report. 


The plant at Dade City is reported 


to be an 80-h. p.' engine direct con 
nected to a 50-k. w. electrical unit 
which is said to be large enough to 
supply the city with plenty of elec 
tricity 
until 
the 
heavier business 


comes on in the winter season. In 
the meantime, arrangements can be 
made for the installation of a larger 
unit of a capacity to take care of the 
lieavier winter business. 


If the report of the council commit 


tee is favorable it is probable ar 
rangements will be made to have the 
unit shipped here and installed a

•eration within a month.

The following story from West 
'aim Beach indicates that the fed- 
raT prohibition enforcement agents 
are at last getting busy along the 
East Coast: 


The federal prohibition enforcemeat 


department is throwing a strong cor- 
don of special agents around the ter- 
ritorial waters of the Bast Coast of 
Florida, because of its proximity to 
he Bahamas and sources of supply 
or smuggled liquor. 
Special atten- 


ion is now being given to the vicin- 
tyof Gilbert's Bar, where much liquor 
has been brought in of late and in 
Stuart and Fort Pierce special agents 
will be working for some time. 


All of the inlets from the ocean to 


he inland waterways will now receive 
special attention, as well as a more 
horough patrol of the coastal waters 
by the coast guard service. During 
he past few days liquor runners have 
been "up in the air" because of the 
ncreased number of federal sleuths 
n this district and as a result quota- 
tions for imported whiskey, such as 
rish and Scotch, have jumped $5.00 
a quart in the past 48 hours, 
and 


he American made rye whiskey 
)rought over from Bimini, Settlement 
Point. Nassau and other places by the 
smugglers, is now selling at $10 and 
S12 a quart, whereas it was but $7 
and $8 a few days ago. if one knew 
where to find a "friend" who could get 
a quart. 


It is being predicted on the streets 


lere that whiskey will be so scarce 
along the Bast Coast within another 
fortnight that those who make a busi- 
ness of selling it will be getting ?25 
a quart for their wares, this applying 
to rye rather than corn or "shine" 
whiskey. Practically all of. the small- 
er boats engaged in this business, be- 
tween West End, Settlement Point and 
places along the coast in this vicinity, 
and making this port their "home" for 
supplies, gasoline, oils and provisions, 
have quietly departed, one by one, to 
other places and are not making this 
a port of entry. 


The average liquor runner seldom if 


ever gets out clearance papers, but 
figures on making the dash across the 
gulf stream and braving the elements 
without arousing suspicion by too 
many legal entries and in the guise of 
a fisherman, there's plenty of places 
where he can edge in around the Ba 
hamas. get a load of liquor and be 
off again without any of the British 
officials being aware of it.

John Willie Griffiths Revolutionized the 


Science of Merchant Shipbuilding 


and Naval Architecture. 


John Willis Griffiths was the man 


who revolutionized the science of mer- 
chant shipbuilding and naval archi- 
tecture. 
In 1841 he appeared before 


the American institute in New York 
and proposed a model for a new ship. 
He succeeded In interesting William 
Aspinwall, one of New York's China 
trade princes, who in 1842 signed a 
contract to build a ship of 750 tons 
according to Griffiths' designing. 


The ship was completed in January, 


1845, and nailed the Bainbow. 
The 


Rainbow sailed for China in Febru- 
ary, and was back home again In Sep- 
tember to reward her owners with 200 
per cent over what she had cost. 


John Willis Griffiths was born to 


New York in 1809, and died there 
In 1882. He was the Inventor of the 
trap style of hull construction; the 
builder of the United States steamship 
Princeton, the first twin screw ocean- 
going vessel, and was the inventor 
of the process of bending ship tim- 
ber in a vacuum. 
In 1851 he pub- 


lished privately a treatise on naval 
architecture which attracted compara- 
tively littls attention In this country, 
but its merits were recognized in Eng- 
land, and he became a lecturer in Ed- 
inburgh university oa naval architec- 
ture.

That the prospects are good for the 


city to have electric current from its 
own plant within a short time is the 
indication at the present time, and if 
the present plans are carried out an 
•electrical unit, wthin a month, will be 
installed in the small building belong- 
ing to the city and located just west 
of the old plant of the New Smyrna 
Public Service company. 
The only 


•changes in the building necessary 
will be to remove the steam pumps 
now housed there and build a founda- 
tion suitable to install the unit and 
engine. 


A couple of weeks ago, when it 


became apparent that the only way 
the city would get lights was to es- 
tablish its own plant, inquiries were 
sent to a number" of firms dealing 
in electrical apparatus to ascertain 
if there was an electrical unit and 
engine to be had anywhere in the 
country which this city could pur- 
chase and get installed within a rea- 
sonable length of time. 


Word came from Fairbanks, Morse 


& Co. in Jacksonville that a unit and 
engine had been located at Dade City 
which 'could be purchased and ship- 
ped here immediately. 
About the 


same time a representative of the 
•Consolidated Engineering company of 
Jacksonville appeared here with a 
proposition to sell the city a second 
hand steam electrical outfit, but re- 
pairs to put the plant in condition 
would require about eight 
weeks 


time.

A committee of members of the 


•auneil and board of bond trustees 
was named with instructions to go 
to Dade City and investigate the con- 
dition of the plant there, also invest!- 


e steam-plant in Jacksonville. 


This committee made plans to go to 
Bade City Monday morning, but post- 
poned the trip because it was under- 
stood a proposition was to be made 
by the East Coast Milling company 
to purchase the steam outfit in Jack- 
sonville and supply current to the 
city at a stated price. At the regular 
•council meeting Tuesday night no" 
representative of the East Coast Mill- 
ing company appeared and no propo- 
sition was submitted. Again the com- 
mittee was instructed to go to Dade 
City and the members of the commit- 
tee, accompanied by Mayor Ott and 
J. E. Gates, superintendent of the wa- 
terworks, left for that city Wednes- 
day morning. A meeting of the coun- 
cil will be called as soon as this com- 
mittee returns and is ready to make 
.a report. 


The plant at Dade City is reported 


to be an 80-h. p.' engine direct con- 
nected to a 50-k. w. electrical unit, 
which is said to be large enough to 
supply the city with plenty of elec- 
tricity 
until 
the 
heavier business 


comes on in the winter season. In 
the meantime, arrangements can be 
made for the installation of a larger 
unit of a capacity to take care of the 
lieavier winter business. 


If the report of the council commit- 


tee is favorable it is probable ar- 
rangements will be made to have the 
unit shipped here and installed at 
once and it will undoubtedly be in op- 
eration within a month.

The following story from West 


Palm Beach indicates that the fed- 
eral' prohibition enforcement agents 
are at last getting busy along the 
East Coast: 


The federal prohibition enforcement 


department is throwing a strong cor- 
don of special agents around the ter- 
ritorial waters of the East Coast of 
Florida, because of its proximity to 
the Bahamas and sources of supply 
for smuggled liquor. 
Special atten- 


tion is now being given to the vicin- 
ityot Gilbert's Bar, where much liquor 
lias been brought in of iate and in 
Stuart and Fort Pierce special agents 
will be working for some time. 


All of the inlets from the ocean to 


the inland waterways will now receive 
special attention, as well as a more 
thorough patrol of the coastal waters 
by the coast guard service. During 
the past few days liquor runners have 
been "up in the air" because of the 
increased number of federal sleuths 
in this district and as a result quota- 
tions for imported whiskey, such as 
Irish and Scotch, have jumped $5.00 
a quart in the past 48 hours, and 
the American made rye whiskey 
brought over from Bimini, Settlement 
Point. Nassau and other places by the 
smugglers, is now selling at $10 and 
$12 a quart, whereas it was but $7 
and $8 a few days ago. if one knew 
where to find a "friend" who could get 
a quart. 


It is being predicted on the streets 


here that whiskey will be so scarce 
along the East Coast within another 
fortnight that those who make a busi- 
ness of selling it will be getting $25 
a quart for their wares, this applying 
to rye rather than corn or "shine" 
whiskey. Practically all of. the small- 
er boats engaged in this business, be- 
tween West End, Settlement Point and 
places along the coast in this vicinity, 
and making this port their "home" for 
supplies, gasoline, oils and provisions, 
have quietly departed, one by one, to 
other places and are not making this 
a port of entry. 


The average liquor runner seldom if 


ever gets out clearance papers, but 
figures on making the dash across the 
gulf stream and braving the elements 
without arousing suspicion by too 
many legal entries and in the guise of 
a fisherman, there's plenty of places 
where he can edge in around the Ba- 
hamas, get a load of liquor and be 
off again without any of the British 
officials being aware of it. 


Federal Prohibition Officer Charles 


H. Nesle has been called to Washing- 
ton by the federal authorities in con- 
nection with general information on 
the transportation of liquor between 
this coast and the Bahamas by "run- 
ners." the kind of boats used, their 
methods, crews and what is needed in 
the nature of patrol boats or scouts to 
either run them down or so thorough- 
ly patrol the coast as to make their 
future activities a matter of doubt.

isted as citizens of Volusia eoumty 
and the United States. 


In taking the census for the Glenee* 


precinct Mr. Galbreath took it for 
granted that the Glencoe precinct in- 
cluded only the Glencoe school dis- 
trict, and he covered only the terri- 
tory included in the school district 
The Glencoe voting precinct includes 
the Samsula community and extends 
around Lake Ashby, and nobody liv- 
ing in this precinct outside of th» 
jlencoe school district was taken im 
the census, as Mr. Galbreath was un- 
der the impression that the Samsula, 
Indian Springs and Lake Ashby sec- 
tions would be covered from Lake 
Helen and Osteen. 


Fred Burdick of Samsula took the

How- 
ever, as you may wish to print both 
sides of the story, would suggest you 
interview Mr. Galbreath, enumerator 
of the district in question, a well 
known resident of your city. 


"One 
of the most regrettable -re- 


sults of such an omission is the im- 
pression' which follows to the effect 
that the whole census is, as you put 
it. 'incomplete and unfair.' This gives 
some color to all sorts of unproven, 
unauthentic- allegations 
about 
the 


census taking, so easily utter through 
the, habitual overestimation of popu- 
lation common to almost every town. 


"As to New Smyrna, investigation 


of such little complaint as was voiced 
in that city showed the latter to be 
unfounded. 


"The strictly conscientious devotion 


to duty of the enumerators of eastera 
Florida can be vouched for by the 
supervisor as the most admirable 
thing I have known of. That such an 
omission should 
have occurred as 


seems to have occurred is most re- 
grettable, 
and 
will 
certainly 
be 


promptly remedied. 
My only sugges- 


tion is that these matters be judged 
simply and solely on their merits, as 
to earh individual instance.

tor 200 year* a severely plain ant 


unpretentious three-story brick dwell 
ing has become widely known through- 
out the world as Britain's central of- 
fice of the diplomatic service. "No 
10 Downing street" refers to one «: 
London'* historic bouses en the so- 
called "street of power," which nestles 
close te the confines of Whitehall 
Vktre have dwelt therein celebrities, 
such as Walpole, Pitt, Chatham, Can- 
ning, Disraeli ami Gladstone. In 
no fewer than fifty ministers have 
lived there. 


Sir George Downing, after whom 


the thoroughfare is named, was the 
SOD ef a London barrister, a nephew 
of Governor Winthrop of Massachu- 
setts colony, and a graduate of Har- 
vard, who obtained the house as a 
gift from Charles II as t reward for 
unusual service performed by him 
while he was representing his country 
in Holland. 
He bad emigrated to 


America at the age of fourteen and 
when he left Harvard, in 1645, a yonth 
of twenty-one, he became an itinerant 
preacher in the West Indie* Shortly 
afterward he returned to England 
became a chaplain in Colonel Okey's 
regiment As a faithful Puritan, who 
later in life assured Charles n that he 
saw the error of his ways due to the 
principles imbibed during his stay in 
New England, he shortly afterward en- 
rolled under Cromwell as a scout mas- 
ter. 


After Downlng's -death, when the 


lease on the building lapsed to the 
crown, the property was given to the 
Hanoverian minister, Count Bothnia, 
by George II, and, when the count died, 
was tendered to Walpole, who accept- 
ed It on condition that the house should 
forever remain the residence of Brit- 
ain's ministers.

MAKES THE SAPPHIRE BLUSH 


Radium Treatment Turn* the Cheaper 


Stones to Rubiet Which Com- 


mand the Highett Price*. 


Modern science has not brought us 


very much nearer the magic stone of 
the old philosophers, but it has enabled 
later experts to play some surprising 
tricks with the existing materials of 
the jeweler and lapidary. 
The old 


alchemists set out to discover the phi- 
losopher's stone, and achieved jnnpow- 
der and other adjuncts to civllltatlon 
as the accidental by-product of their 
original Inquiry. Their lew credulous 
descendants reverse the process; the 
Invention 18 made first and Its applica- 
tion to magic Is discovered afterward. 


The existence of the electric furnace 


makes It possible to create diamonds 
that are the veritable atone, and to 
fuse clippings and fragments of rub; 
Into one complete jewel. Now arrives 
a report that with the aid of radium 
successful transformations have been 
made ID the appearance, if not in the 
nature, of certain precious stones. A 
sapphire, it is said, has been turned 
Into a glorious ruby by long exposure 
to the effect of radium. Chemically 
considered, this is not very surprising, 
for the two stones are both examples 
of corundum, and the mysterious acci- 
dent of color is the principal difference 
between them. If a sapphire can be 
made to blush hard enough for its 
mistake in not being a ruby, pre- 
sumably it could blush itself into a 
most accomplished example of the 
more valuable stone.

Japan must be a happy land fin- 


theatergoers, because m that land 
seats are not paid for—in fact there 
are no seats. The Japanese much pre- 
fers to squat, feeling, no doubt, much 
more at home in this comfortable at- 
titude. 
Seats, however, are usually 


brought for the use of any foreigners 
who may be present 
There are no 


hard and fast laws of convention. The 
Japanese playgoer 
may do as he 


pleases; he may eat, drink, smoke 
and criticize to his heart's content. 
Conversations are carried on, and, if 
they merit it, the actors are met by a 
storm of criticism and chaff.

AMERICAN OF CLEAR VISION 


John Willis Griffiths Revolutionized the 


Science of Merchant Shipbuilding 


and Naval Architecture. 


John Willis Griffiths was the man 


who revolutionized the science of mer- 
chant shipbuilding and naval archi 
tectnre. 
In 1841 he appeared before 


the American institute In New York 
and proposed a model for a new ship. 
He succeeded In interesting William 
Aspinwall, one of New York's China 
trade princes, who in 1842 signed a 
contract to build a ship of 750 tons 
according to Griffiths' designing. 


The ship was completed in January, 


1845, and nanjed the Bainbow. 
The 


Rainbow sailed for China In Febru- 
ary, and was back home again in Sep- 
tember to reward her owners with 200 
per cent over what she had cost. 


John Willis Griffiths was born In 


New York In 1800, and died there 
In 1882, He was the Inventor of the 
trap style of hull construction; the 
builder of the United States steamship 
Princeton, the first twin screw ocean- 
going vessel, and was the inventor 
of the process of bending ship tim 
ber in a vacuum. 
In 1851 he pub 


Itshed privately a treatise on naval 
architecture which attracted compara- 
tively littte attention In thfg country 
but its merits were recognized in Eng- 
land, and he became a lecturer !c Ed 
Inburgh university oa naval architec- 
ture.

Modern science has not breufht us

tricks with tbe existing materilU of 
be jeweler and lapidary. 
The old 


alchemist* set out to discover the phi- 
osopher's stone, and achieved junpow- 
der and other adjuncts to eivllitatlon 
as the accidental by-product of their 
original Inquiry. Their less credulous 
descendants reverse the process; thf 
Invention is made first and Its applica- 
tion to magic Is discovered afterward.
